Election/Restrictions

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

Claim Objections

multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependant claim. See MPEP

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: These claims are 
allowed because of the structure included in the independent claim 1. This structure includes a 
two part case that houses an entire measurement system, means for providing a sealed, movable 
connection with a vacuum chamber, an adjusting unit, and a counterpull device. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

U.S. Patent No. 5,5 1 9,491 to Gacchter et al. discloses a device for carrying out the 
measurement of thin layers including a stage that adjusts the position of the sample to be 
measured with respect to the measuring device. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,764,365 to Finarov discloses a device that measures thin films, 
including a three part case with a part that is moveable with respect to the sample. 

U.S. Patent No. 4,829,178 to Waugh discloses a device that houses a portion of a 
measurement system in a two part case that includes an adjusting unit.
